KEEP TO RIGHT, 
IS CHIEF MOODH 
HOTORISTS' EDICT 

Chicago, Ill.» Octohor 7.— IlllnolB 
state highway, police have been or* 
dercd to warn motorists who drive 
next to tho center Hne on 4'1ano high- 
ways thai they must use tho outer, or 
right, lane except when paaslng* ac- 
cording to a statement made by Wal* 
tor L. Moody, chief of tho atalo police, 
to the Chicago Motor club. ■ 

At tho samio time, Chief Mood>'told 
hla ofllcers to keep traflflc on 2-lano 
highways moving at a moderate rate 
of speed, ami to order drivoiii of slow- 
ly moving cars to speed up so that 
cars behind them will not be delayed 
unnoccBsnrlly. | 

"It Iff not my Idea, for the present, 
at least, to Issue arrest slips to those 
who hug the center line of Mauo 
highways," Chief Moody Informed the 
motor club, "\ye shall, however. In- 
sist tliat every driver obson'o that 
rule of tho r'oad which provides for 
keeping to the right except when pass- 
ing, and to return to the right after 
a car has been passed. 

"Wo shall enforce tho moderate 
speed rule particularly on 2-lane high- 
ways In the nietropolltan area, where 
a few .unreasonably slow drivers can 
hold lip long lines of trafflc. When 
traOlc la approaching from tlio oppo- 
site direction. It Is hazardous to at- 
tempt to pass slowly mo\'lng cars. By 
requiring everyone to drlvo'nt a mod- 
erate speed, we hope to speed trafllu 
to a material extent oii these routes." 

Charles' M. Hayes, president of the 
motor club, declared tlmt Chief 
Moody's plans should result In reduc- 
ing congestion, delay and accidents lu 
tho metropolitan area, on week-ends 
and holidays. He asserted that the 
driver who forces cars to pass on the 
right on 'l-lane highways and the per- 
son who drives unreasonably elowly 
on 2-lane highways have been respon- 
sible for a considerable part of the nn- 
favorabl ccondltlons which have pre- 
vailed on these highways at peak traf- 
fic periods.

MODERN pioneers do not trek aoss- 
country in covered wagons. Tbcy do not 
battle Indians ind live on buSklo meat. Modem 
frontiers are found in business and sdence. 

In 1910 a struggling utility company in 
northern Illinois pioneered an idea. A sin- 
gle electric generating station was substituted 
for ten scattered stations, 

The experiment was successful — so suc- 
cessful that the Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois was founded in 1911 to 
repeat it on a larger scale. Service was exteixled 
to an ever-widening circle of towns and vil- 
lages around Chicago. Rates were lowered 
Again and again.

Women 
were suspicious of an electric iron someone 
had invented. 

Here was a field for more pioneering. The 
Public Service Company took 400 of the new 
ironSf demonstrated them in customers* 
homes. Women were quick to appreciate this 
new help. Electric irons became a part of 
good-housekeeping equipment. 

As fast as other practical home appliances 
were introduced, the Company introduced 
them to its customers. Through its scores it 



ipontored — is still sponsoring^dozens of 
dme and labor-stvert. It is showing home- 
makers new ways of doing old chores. And 
back of every appliaace sold ii a perform- 
ance guarantee. i 

When magazinet began to picture mechan- 
ical refrigerators for home use, 10 years ago, 
A new job of pioneering began. The Company 
selected what it believed to be the best of these 
home "cold stonge plants", irutalled a num-J 
ber of them in nonhem Illinois kitdiens. 

A few of these first refrigerators did not 
"make good**. Something went wrong inside 
— something that could hardly be anddpated. 
The Company explained the situation frankly 
to the buyers, provided free servicing, offered 
free replacement. Customers lost do money. 

Today, improved refrigerators are being 
welcomed into thousands of hornet. The air- 
conditioning — the * 'manufactured weather" 
— that is so popular in moving picture thea- 
ters and other public buildings — it near at 
hand.

lAXPAYERS AT FAULT 
FOR HIGH GOVERNiNT 

The chairman of the Wlsconrin tax 
commission. B. U Kclley. is attracting 
much attention by his comrments upon 
taxation, especially because he credits 
laxpayera with much of the fault for 
current high taxation. Some of the 
Important views of thla chairman are: 
"The two • predominating probloma 
In the field of public finance are, first, ) 
local expenditures, and, second, the 
equitable distribution of the tax bur- 
den. The first challengesr local gov- 
ernment to a struggle to keep munlcl- 
pal expenditures within the ability of 
the community to pay and safely bor- 
row, and to resUt extravagant, care- 
less expenditures and many so-called 
Improvements: and the aeconfl prob- 
lo mlB to dislrlbuto the payment of 
the coat of government so that It may 
fall as equitably as .powlble upon all 
th bnficlaria of organlid soclty. 

"The attitude of the public, of those 
who pay the bUla. toward the taxation 
problem la very often Inconalstent. 
petulant, and the despair of those who 
honestly strive for relief from the ev- 
er-mounling coal of municipal govern- 
mcnt. 

"While it is true that county boards, 
common councils, village Iruatees 
and town boards often foolishly squan- 
der public money and with other offi- 
cera are negligent in preserving and 
enforcing eoonoicies. upon the whole 
the larger reaponstblllty for increaa- 
Ing taxes can be justly laid upon the 
taxpayers themaelvea. 

"The control of municipal expendi- 
ture Is thus largely in the hand* of 
the people, and It they are being 
drawn down rocky ways that give 
them many a painful bump, they can- 
not throw all the blame on the pro- 
pelllng body, for the public holds in 
lU own hands the reins wMch direct 
a very susceptible and obedient force.

UdeU Printing Company of HIghlana 
Park for county printing. 

IRREGULARITIES CHARGED 
In the Injunction proceedings. Sang- 
er named William Obec, chairman of 
the county board, County Treasurer 
Jay B. Morse, M. P. DIlQcr, Waukegan 
supervisor, Ira Holderldge, assistant 
from Waukegan, and Paul L. Udell, a 
member of the county board and one 
of the county printing committee. 
Since Udell is an official d the Udell 
company, It was pointed out that state 
law prohibits hU company from ac- 
cepting county contracts. 

It was indicated that conlracU for 
county work taken by the Udell com- 
pany were illegal In two respects: 
Thai under the corrupt practices act. 
no public official shall be Intereated , 
in contracts let by the -branch of gov- 
ernment in whioli he servos, and IhaC 
mediums In which nssessment lists 
are printed shall be selected by tlio 
county treasurer. Mediums hereto-

In nn offort to bring about a ropeal 
of the olghtoGnlh nmeiulment aa a 
flrgt Btop toward tomperanco, tho wo* 
men's organization for national probl- 
bltlon reform and Tho Criiaaclera will 
hold a public nmflB meeting Friday 
ovcning, October 10, at S o'clock, at 
tho Waukegan high »chool gymna* 
slum, Washington and Jackaon 
streets, Waukegan. 

Speakers Well Known. 

The Bpoakors of tho evening will be 
Mrs. Charles H. Sabln. New York, 
founder and national chairman of the 
Women's .prBantzatlon for National 
Prohibition Reform,.whlch Is working 
for that repeal of the eighteenth 
amendmerit aiul advocates tho aban- 
donment V)f national prohibition as a 
necessary economic meaauro au well 
as an Imperative civic and social re- 
form, predicts that by the end of the 
year the membership of her organiza- 
tion, which Is less than three years 
old, will exceed that of the W. C. T. 
XT., which has been In existence over 
fifty years. Mrs. Snbln'a topic will bo, 
"One Way to Help Restore Prosper- 
ity:" 

The other speaker Is Judge James 
Jerome Tralnor, prominent Chicago 
lawyer and veteran of the World war, 
who is a member of the exeoitlve 
committee of the Crusaders of their 
divisional political activities commit- 
tee. 

^'Repeal, Controlt Educate." 
The women's organization believes 



tlmt after repeal, control and educa- 
tion are essential. Control of the II- 
quor tradlc by state legislation, pro* 
lection of each state In Its system ot| 
liquor control by federal regulation, 
control of crlmo by removing the prof- 
It, and control of drinking by tonvpb^ 
nnco ediicatlon through public health 
and welfare agencies and public 
schools. I 

In order to Insure nn orderly shift 
from national prohibition to state con- 
trol, It la eaeentlal that the bill for i 
repeal of tho eighteenth amendment ^ 
should include a section providing; 
that repeal shall not hocomo effective 1 
until each state shall have had sum- 
dent time to establish Its own liquor 
control system. 

The liquor trafllc can be brought un- 
dor control by permitting tho people 
to decide what form of control and 
regulation they desire. Since condl-. 
tlons In Malno are dirTorcnt from those 
In California and the situation which 
prevails in New York lB,tx>tally differ- 1 
ent from those in Kansas. It becomes I 
evident that only by returning to each , 
state the right to control tho liquor 
trafflc within lU own borders can. 
laws be framed which will meet the 
wishes of the people. Each state can 
ho fully protected against the Invasion 
of the liquor trafilc from other states 
by federal regulation such as that pro- 
vided In the Webb-Kenyon act v.-hlch 
was passed prior to the enactment of 
the eighteenth amendment but which 
did not have an opportunity to func- 
tion. 

Claims Nation-Wide Extent. 
Thla organization la enrolling wo- 
men throughout the country to work 
for the repeal of tho eighteenth 
amendment as the flrat step towanl 
temperance.

composed of stale divisions, many of 
which are already engaged In work- 
ing out systems of liquor control suit- 
able to their respective states*. While 
there will undoubtedly be dissimilar- 
ity In their plans, there Is a uniform- 
ity In their objectives which precludes 
the retuni of the saloon and other 
abuses. These objectives are: First, 
an Intelligent system of liquor con- 
trol resiwnPlve to the wlslica of the 
people, which will leave no room for 
graft or corruption and which will 
lend Itself to the promotion of real 
temperance; second, a comprehensive, 
sclontlllc and effective system, of tem- 
prance education under the super^'l- 
filon of public health and public edu- 
cation agencies. 

This Is the constructive program 
which the Women's Organization for 
National Prohibition Reform has 
adopted as a means of solving the li- 
quor problem In this country— repeal, 
control, and educate.

(Continued from pago 1) 
widened and n sense of responsibility 
Is developed. Tho objocl'of tho Olrl 
Scout organization, then, Is to give 
girls, Uirough natural wholesome plea- 
sures, thoso habits of mind and Imdy 
which will make them responsible, 
useful women, or, as Mrs. Phillips 
clioso to say It In an intorviow this 
morning, "It does overj-tlUitg to make 
a girl n better woman." 

According to tho laws spccined by 
tho national hoada»mrters, a Girl 
Scout's honor Is to be trusted, she 
must bo lo>*al, helpful to others, a 
friend to nil, o sister to every other 
Girl Scout, courteous, a friend to nnl- 
mals, cheerful, thrifty, obedient, and 
Inst, but not least, clean in thought, 
word, and deed. 

Structure Compdcnted, 
Now for tho physical stnicturo of 
the group. A troop of Girl Scouts con- 
sists of at least eight girls, prefer- 
nhly twelve, between the ages of 10 
and IS, who arc willing to subscribe 
to tJie Scout promise ond laws. Tho 
leader of tho troop or captain imist 
be 21 ycnrg, of age or over, her assist- 
ant or lieutenant, IS or over. Lieuten- 
ants secure their commissions In the 
same way as the captain. The captain 
■also has tlie aid of the patrol lenders, 
who are in charge of patrols, consist- 
ing of from six to eight girls. Tho 
troop Is made up of two or more pa- 
trols, four being as. many as a troop 
should have. The patrol leader 
chooses a girl, who Is called a second, 
to assist her. The patrol Is the small 
unit led by Its own leader. Each girl 
considers tho honor of her unit to ho 
always at stake, and that it Is up to 
her and the other members to uphold 
Its reputation. Tills brings Uie devel- 
opment of solf-disclpUno, sense of du- 
ty, and selliessneas down to tho Indi- 
vidual, There Is also the patrol 
leader. She Is responsible for keoi>- 
Ing her patrol up to the mark eo that 
the patrol as a whole does not fall be- 
hind any other. To do this effectively 
she soon discovers that she has to he 
a leader not only In name hut In fact 
and In act. 

The Court of Honor, the governing 
boani or executive committee of iJie 
troop, Ie' composed of tiio patrol lend- 
ers, the captain, and the lieutenant. 
i As chairnwin. the captain has no vote: 
her participation Is Indirect Tho pa- 
1 trol leaders, usually elected by the 
' patrol members, represent Uielr pa- 
trols at the Court of Honor. They dis- 
cuss with them whatever they wish 
brought up at the Court of Honor and 
report to them afterwards what hii-s 
, taken place. The Court of Honor 
' meets immediately after the ln»op 
meeting In order that the patrol load- 
ers may bring suggoj-tlons from the 
iwitrol meetings to the Court ot Honor. 
When tho patrol system is not prop- 
erly understood and the Court of 
Honor meets before the trooj) meet- 
ings, the captain Is there i<r mnke nn- 
' nouncements, hut the girls havo of- 
, ten forgotten the dlscussl'jns which 
; took place the week before, and. lu 
any case, even If they rcmi*mber 
them, it is too Into to plan the com- 
, ing meeting accordingly. Tlmr tho 
' value of the patrol system is de- 



stroyed, as tho captain doponds on | 
tho patrol leaders to keep her In- 
formed of tho wishes of tho troop and | 
80 Insure that tho troop Is run lo 
ploasc tho girls.
